"The submarine, as a signal for ua 
to atop." said Captain Trickey. "first 
put a couple of ahota over our bows 
when we were four miles off, I put 
my stern to him and ran for it. 

"The submarine then began to 
shell us in esrnest, the shrapnel 
bursting all around us, killing sever- 
al of the crew and knocking others 
overboard. Isoon realized the enr- 
my was gaining on us, but I did not 
promise to surrender without a strug- 
gle but my steering gear was soon 
hit and placed out of commission. 
Then a shell fell into the engine room 
aad anotiier carried the Marconi 
houae away. Still another cut down 
the funnel and disabled the stokers. 

"By this time the ship was on fire 
in three places and I decided to aur- 
render. We had resisted the enemy 
for an hour, and twelve or thirteen 
men lay dead on the d-ck. 
"The submarine commander then 
on forced me to dear the ship and at 
seven mhiates past eight the Arme- 
nian went down shattered by two 

torpefloes. 

"I roust say that the submarine 
commander showed usevery fairness 
after we had given op, picking up 
iiKiny of the crew who, beeause of 
datiiaged boat, had fallen into the 
water.

Looking 111 il from .niiotlu r way, lio\ . - r, the germ of tubercu 
losis can aever cause the disease unless the soil has been prepared for 
it. It ia at if the (.'inn \\, vv tlir seed jiiul 1li<- liody witc tln' s.al. 
Vou cannot raise wheal ou a hard, cobblestone i>avera< iit nor ran you 
grow corn ou a boardwalk. Neither can you grow tubiTculusis i r >!ii 
the tiny plant-like germ which eauaea the disease, on a soil which is 
hard and resistant. The tiasaea of the body in whieh the diseaia is 
to develop mm firat be weakened and made flabby and prepared for 
the growth nf ilie disease somewhat aa the fanner prepares his soil 
before sowiiiir ii'^ set il. 

What are the causes that prepare the soil for the growth of tu- 
berculosis germs in the body? There are first of all, a ^'l ip of 
eaiis'S \\liii'li lii' wiiliin tln' individual liiiiisill. wliicli wo iiiii> call 
personal causes. Sninc of tin in may In- cont roili li hy tin; individual 
an<l .some of tlii ui are beyond liis control. Take sucli causes, t«ir ex- 
ample, as intemperance, lack of proper food, a weakened jiliysical 
condition caused by grippe, colds, pneumonia, measles, typhoid fever, I 
etc., — theee are some of the jiersonal causes which prepare the soil 
for the tuberculous seed. Then there ia alao anothw groap of causes 
which are entirely outiide of the individual and vddeh we may desig- 
nate as environmental or social eauaea. Some of these are, for e\ 
ample, bad living and woi kinK conditions, lack of play and recreatiou 
facilities, unclean streets, etc. 

These two f^roups of causes may either sejiarately or altogi tlier, 
act upon one so tli.it liis iioiiiial strenptli and \'ltality, which we call 
resistance, is lowered and lie readily becomes a ])rey to the disease 
gi riiis which are constantly lurking about and which he may 1" 
harboring in his l)ody without knowing it. Let us conaider some of 
these cauiea a little more in detail. 

Of the personal cauaea that lead to tuberculosis, probably intem- 
perance may be reckoned as one of the most important. By intem- 

l>eraiice is meant everytliiiifr in the way of self indulgence that in- 
jures the body. One may be intemperate in eatiii)? and by p;!rt:ikiii:^ 
of too :imeli food may j)ro<iiie(' peiiiiaiieul digestive dist url'aiu'e 
wliii'li wi akens the I'Oilily iTsi^taiiee. One iiia\' be intemperate In the 
usi' of (Iriiirs or ill cithM \\,:\s, tliereliy weakiiiiiiLT the bodily !■ -i>t- 
auee. TIk; most freipielit lonu of intrinpeiailee. liowever. is tlie use 

of intoxicating liiiiiors. Any man who drinks beer, wine or whiskey 
to excess it preparing the soil of his lungs for the seed of tuberculosis. 
This is the reason why the mortality from tuberculosis among men 
and Avoiiieii who are aeeuatomed' to drink in so high, much higher 
aceordiiiK to nliable statistics than among jx-ople who do not use 
intoxicating' lii|iiors, 

Many children from flie time lliey arc boru into the world are 
doomed to .star\atioii. Other peo]i|e because they like candy, ]iic, 
and cake better than me.it. bread, and vegetables, are starviiijf them- 
selves willfully. This underfeeding or lack of proper food will as 
surely prepara the toil for tuberculosis as if one deliberately set out 
to do soi 

Maar people have a notion that if they have apparently re- 
covered from a bad cold or an attack of grip[)e or i>neumonia, there 

is no further danger and they are perfectly s ifi-. Oftentimes the 
most dangerous period in an acute disease is during the few weeks 
immediately after the patient is able to be up and about. It is during 
this time of convalescence that the seeds of disease will find a sure 
loot if sp( cial eare is not taken. Fresh air, good food, rest, and ri(;ht 
living are the best safeguards against tuberculosis during a time 
Kucli as this. T' after-effecte of many diseases can be avoided if the 
patient will continue to persist in taking care of himself just the 
same as he did when he was in the bed and under the doctor'a order.s. 

Then there are those eauses of tuberculosis which are entirely 
ontside of the individnal snch as bad housing conditions. Dark rooms 
where the sun never shines are among the best breeding places pos- 
sible for the germs of tuberculosis. Here ibey thrive in _ at qiian 
titles and if is .■ilinost iiiipossib].- to dislodcre tliem. Dark • Illiy ball 
w;iyi;. unci. ,iii >iiil s. .Tid dirty liaeky.irds and toilets are al- > iiieiiaees 
to tiic liealili ;! .'^r ii. :ir iliem. Many a iiiati e;:ii improve 

these conditiouN w ith a little effort if he will take the time to do so. 
More often, however, it is the landlord's faidt that the hou^g con- 
ditions afe not better. 

Low wages, long hours of work, dark unventllated factory 
roonib-, excessive heat, and dusty occupations are only a few of the 
conditions which make it easy for the seed of tuberculosis to attack 
the_ working man. The lack of jn-opei- ]ilaees for play and rt'crention. 
wliicli m.ikei; n ninn tro to (hf snlnon nf nielit in-^tend of into Iho park 
or playtrroiind. I.s a social cause b a.linir to tiiln reiilosis. Th. se social 
c.Tiises can be fotirrlit only l.v the united efTort of the men and women 
of the eoiiiiiiiinity. Individuals can help but ft takes all shoulders 
at the wheel to produce effective results. 

In eonclnsion. remember that the soil mtist be rfglit before the 
lead of tuberculosis can grow, and that rou enn eontrlhute much 
towards keeping the soil of your body in such condition that no 
germs w ill find a root there.
